Disgraceful Div es Shut Up for a 
Time, At Least. 


FORMERLY ‘WIDE OPEN.’ 


The Thump of the Piano Is No More 
Heard and Decent People 
Are Happy . 


No Eye Lik e the 
Ma ster*s Eye» ** 


For the first time in the memory 
of the oldest loggers and camp fol­ 
lowers in that region the v ile dens 
which hav e infested Hurley , W is., 
since the lumber industry became 
an important one were closed the 
past week. 
N ot a resort was open 
Tuesday night and the battered 
pianos which hav e made night mis­ 
erable for y ears were silent. 
This state of affairs was by no 
means due to a sudden spasm of 
v irtue on the part of the local au­ 
thorities, who hav e allowed the 
places to run practically as their 
owners 
pleased. 
Gov . 
Scofield 
was responsible for the mov e which 
may result in w iping out 
the 
plague spots which hav e for so 
many y ears defiled the towns in 
the lumber country . The gov ernor 
has been repeatedly appealed to 
by the respectable element of H ur­ 
ley and Ashland to use h:s author­ 
ity to close the dens, since the local 
officials were too lax in their official 
duties to do so. 
It was a decided innov ation for 
the gov ernor of a state to interfere 
in the enforcement of the laws 
gov erning the morality of a city , 
but the representations to Gov . 
Scofield of the indifference of the 
local authorities and of the fright­ 
ful conditions which obtained were 
so strong that he determined to as­ 
sume his prerogativ e as ex ecutiv e 
of the state and enforce the laws 
himself. 
A n order couched in language 
which admitted of no misinterpre­ 
tation was sent out from the office 
of the gov ernor early in the week, 
telling the proprietors of the re­ 
sorts that their 
personal safety 
from indictment and prosecution 
under the state laws would be best 
serv ed by immediately closing up 
and going out of business. 
It was 
obey ed to the letter. 
That this 
state of things can become perma­ 
nent is almost more than the law- 
abiding element hope for, but just 
at present they are rejoicing in the 
possession of the cleanest moral at­ 
mosphere the town has ev er en­ 
joy ed. 
For many y ears the immoral re­ 
sorts of the lumber towns hav e 
made those resorts notorious all 
ov er the country , although of late 
they hav e not been conducted in 
the lines which created such a sen­ 
sation when ex posures of the awful 
conditions were made by a Chicago 
paper in 18 8 7 . 
The stockades 
which inclosed 
the dens and kept their luckless 
inmates from escaping were torn 
down at that time, and the dogs 
which were turned loose in the in­ 
closures at night to pull down the 
women who sought to escape from 
their 
fearful slav ery hav e long 
since 
disappeared. 
But 
at 
the 
same time the dens hav e remained 
the v iles: places ev en of their char­ 
acter in the 
country , conducted 
principally by men and were the 
scenes frequently of fights, 
as­ 
saults and murders. 
Their habitues, drawn from the 
ranks of the lumberman from the 
deep woods, were accustomed to 
only the roughest life, and brought 
their backwoods ideas with them 
when they came to town. 
W ith a 
m onth’s wages in 
their pockets 
they swaggered into town, sought 
out one of these brothels and re­ 
mained there, drinking, carousing 
and fighting, until the money was 
gone. So notorious were the places 
in the old day s that the v ery name 
of Hurley was associated in the 
minds of people all ov er the coun­ 
try with nothing ex cept these dens. 
That idea has remained in the 
minds of many people, and resi­ 
dents of Hurley trav eling to other 
parts of the country found it so 
prev ale nt 
that 
they 
became 
ashamed to admit that they were 
from such a notorious town.

In 1896 Bishop Flogan, whose 
years are far advanced, asked that 
Father Glennon be made coadjutor 
bishop, which was done.

Tex as. 
George Wold, of Waco, while b unt­ 
ing lost cattle in the eastern p ortion of 
K1 Paso county , near the boundary 
line of Tex as and New Mex ico, dis­ 
cov ered a cav e which ap p earances in­ 
dicate was the burial p lace of ancient 
p eop le. 
T he cav e may hav e been artificially 
hollowed out of a big rock at the loot 
of one of the Guadalup e hills near the 
state border. 
The ap p earance of the 
entrance and the regularity of tke in­ 
terior p ortion of the hollow in the 
rock suggest th at it was either p ar­ 
tially or wholly made by hand. The 
walls are scratched with something 
that may be hierogly p hics made by an 
ex tinct race, and if some sav ant ac­ 
quainted with those obsolete writings ^ 
should go there he might 
discov er 
tliat they are the ep itap hs of the dead 
p ersons whose remains are still to be 
found scattered on the Ooor and in 
niches. 
When Mr. Wold and his comp an­ 
ions entered the cav ern they found 
that other ex p lorers had 
p receded 
them and p ortions of the mummified 
bodies had been remov ed. There were 
sev en, thoroughl}’ dried up , and one 
of them is a female. The latter relic 
Mr. 
Wold 
ap p rop riated, 
and 
he 
brought a p ortion of it, including the 
left hand and a p ortion of the arm, 
with him. 
The tap ering fingers and 
sy mmetry of the hand made the cow­ 
boy s believ e it might hav e been a p er­ 
son of aristocratic lineage, p ossibly a 
queen of a tribe interred among the 
bodies of ber attendants. 
Ev er}ihing indicates that centuries 
hav e p assed since those p eop le died 
and were wrap p ed in grass clotli and 
laid away in this immense grotto, the 
ex istence 
of 
which 
only 
became 
known within the last two y ears l)v 
reason of the cav ing in of ihe stones 
which had been p iled up at the en- 
trauce.— Dallas Xcwe.

N ew Product That Runs Para 
Close Second. 
An im p ortant article on ^langa- 
beira riiblier ap p ears in the Kew Bul­ 
letin. 
Partly in consequence of an 
imp rov ement in the p urity of the rub­ 
ber the p rice has recently adv anced, 
and the p rice of the best sorts is not 
much less tlian that obtained for 
Para rubber. 
The chief centers for 
ex p ort of ■\iangabeira 
rubber 
arc 
Bahia and Pernambuco. .Although 
but little 35 known so far of the cul­ 
tiv ation of i\iangabcira, it may be said 
that there is a considerable p robabil­ 
ity of its becoming an im p ortant tree 
in rubber culture. 
T he ap p arently 
easy accommodation of the tree to 
soil and climate, its early and consid­ 
erable y ield, together with the fact 
that ev en under the rough treatment 
of the Indians it p reserv es its fniitf^il- 
ness, and also the facility with which 
it can be cultiv ated, p romise a future. 
And, taking a wide viciv of its p ossi­ 
bilities, from its p resence in the red 
coffee-growing soils of the west of the 
p rov ince of Sao Paulo, it ap p ears suit­ 
able for the red earths of the German 
colories of Africa, 
Usambara 
and 
Togoland alike, such, fur instance, as 
occur at Misahohe, in the latter col­ 
ony . 
For these soils it p romises to 
be considerably belter suited than the 
Ceara ruliber p lant and the Para rub­ 
bers, and will p robably giv e better 
results than Castilloa, than which it 
is more hardy , earlier m aturing and 
smaller.— Nature.

Singular Plight oi Generals W ho Woe 
the Battle of Llarston Moor. 


The famous 
battle 
of 
Marstoa 
moor, where ITince Kup crt and tlie 
roy alist army were defcaled in 1G14, 
was an cx iniordinary affair in more 
way s than one. 
In the C'emury , John 
llorlcy p oints out in liis 
|)8|)cr 
on 
Cromwell some of its jieculiarities: 
It has been said that the two armies 
that stood face to face at l\iarstun 
(July 2, lGl-1,) 
were 
the 
largest 
masses of men that had met as foes on 
langlish ground since the wars of the 
Roses. 
The roy alist 
force counted 
IT,000 or 18,000 men, the {larliamen- 
tarians and the Scotch allies 2(),000 or 
27,000, or nearly half as many again. 
The wliole were about twice as many 
as were engaged at Kdgehill. 
In a 
generation that, like our ow*n, is much 
giv en to worship of size, p eop le may 
make light of battles where 
armies 
w*ere engaged. 
Yet we may as w'ell 
remember that 
Nap oleon 
entered 
Italy in 179 6 with only 30,000 men 
under arms. At Areola and at Riv oli 
he had not ov er 15,000 in the field 
and ev en at i\Iarcngo he had 
not 
twice as many . In the great camp aign 
of 1631-32 ill the Thirty YearsUv ar, 
the imp erialists were 21,000 foot and 
13.000 horse, while the Swedes were 
28.000 foot and 9 ,000 horse. 
As the forces engaged at Marston 
were the most numerous, so the bat­ 
tle was the bloodiest in the civ il war. 
It was also the most singular, for the 
runaway s were as many on one side 
as on the other, and the three v ictori­ 
ous generals were all of them fugitiv es 
from the field. 
Imp ortant asp ects of 
tlie fight became at once matters of 
p arty controv eri-y and national jeal- 
ousv , nor to our own time does the 
disp assionate student find it easy on 
tlie ev idence nicely to ap p ortion the 
share of Cromwell and the share of 
the Scots in that memorable 
day . 
B ut considering that the 
y ounger 
Fairfax afterward wTole of himself 
as hav ing been on tlie left wdng of the 
p arliamentary force, wdiile nothing 
is more certain than that he was not 
on the left, but on the right, sy mp athy 
may w’cll go with our learned 
his­ 
torian who ap ologizes for not being 
al)le to descril)e a battle as if he liac 
been there. 
The general course of 
what hap p ened at the battle of Mars- 
ton moor, is, howev er, fairly intelligi­ 
ble, though in details all is op en to a 
raking fire of historic doubts.
